This does not mean that information about 
them does not exist; it is only that the translator was unable to locate 
those scholars or has overlooked it in the various books examined.

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ALAHAZRAT’S SANAD IN HANAFI FIQH 


Alahazrat Imam Ahmad Rida Khan al-Baraylawi [1272-1340 / 1856-1921] is a 
famous Hanafi jurist and hadith master from India, who was hailed as the 
Reviver of Islam, or the Mujaddid, of the 14" century of the Islamic era. Senior 
scholars of his time - both at home and abroad - were astounded by his 
extensive knowledge of Hanafi fiqh, its minutiae, figh principles and his 
expertise in other branches of Islamic knowledge. In addition to this, he had an 
elevated sanad in Hanafi figh, as he obtained it at a very young age from the 
chief Mufti of Makkah, Shaykh Abd al-Rahman al-Siraj, during his first Hajj in 
the company of his father, Mawlana Nag? Ali Khan. In his |j@zatu'l Matinah, he 
mentions that he was granted authorisation by the following esteemed 
personalities: 


1) Shaykh Sayyid Shah Adal Rasal al-Ahmadi narrating from Mawlana Shah 
Abd al-Aziz al-Dihlawi narrating from his father, Shah Walrullah al-Dihlawf; 

2) From his father, Mawlana Naqi Ali Khan al-Baraylawi who narrates from 
his father, Mawlana Rida Ali Khan al-Baraylawi; 

3) Shaykh Sayyid Ahmad ibn Zayni Dahlan al-Makki; 

4) Shaykh Abd al-Rahman al-Siraj al-Makki from Shaykh Jamal ibn Abdullah 
al-Makki; 

5) Mawlana Sayyid Salih Ausayn Salih Jamal al-Layl narrating from Shaykh 
Aabid al-Sindf. 

Given below is his sanad in Hanafi figh, that he has mentioned in the preface of 

his magnum opus, Al-Fatawd al-Ridawiyyah; the original Arabic is also 


appended in the end. Note: There are errors in the names, patronymic and 
paedonymic titles mentioned in the sanad. These could be copyists mistakes - 
as the sanad from Abdu'l Ghani al-Nablasi onward is well-known and can thus 
be verified. | have cross-checked these names and titles from a number of books 
on history and biographies mentioned in the bibliography.

* Alahazrat’s footnote: My Lord Almighty accept this degree of mine in 
the radiant subject of fiqh which is handed down by the respectable 
Hanafi scholars, and famous muftis, imams and authors. Allah be 
praised, there are many routes of transmission, but this one is the most 
prominent among them. Here I narrate fiqh from the Light of the 
Sanctuary, the Mufti of Makkah, Mawlana Abd ar-Rahman as-Siraj, the 
son of the outstanding mufti, Mawlana Abdullah as-Siraj al-Makki who 
narrates from Imam al-Adazam in 27 links and he, from our master, the 


lightsome King of all Messengers As in four links. 


1. The light of the two sanctuaries, the [chief] Mufti of Hanafis 
in Makkah, Mawlana Abdu’ Rahman al-Siraj,’ the son of the 
esteemed mufti, Shaykh Abdullah al-Siraj,* who narrates from: 





> Mufti of Hanafis in Makkah; Shaykh Abd al-Rahman al-Siraj, son of 
Mufti Shaykh Abdullah al-Siraj was born in Makkah in 1249 AH. He is 
the prominent preacher and Qur’an exegete in Makkah of his time. He 
memorised the Qur’an at an early age along with many core texts 
[mutun] and strived diligently until he surpassed all his contemporaries 
and became peerless in his time. Among his teachers are: Mufti Jamal 
al-Hanafi, Sayyid Ahmad Dahlan [1232-1304 AH], Rahmatullah al- 
Hindi [al-Kiranwi]. He also narrates from Shaykh Salih al-Fullani, the 
author of the well-known thabat, Qaff al-Thamar. He had exceptional 
powers of memory and recall; he was an expert in fiqh, principles of fiqh 
and had extensive knowledge of source material. Among his books are: 
Daw al-Siraj dla Jawab al-Muhtaj. He passed away in Egypt in 1314 
AH. [Mukhtasar Nashr al-Nur wa'l Zahr, p243; Mujam al-Muallifin, 
5/149; Hadiyyatu’l Aarifin, 1/558; Adlam al-Hijdz, 2/339; Siyar wa 
Tarajim, p. 274 |. Nanotvi’s statements about ‘Seal of Prophethood’ as 
discussed in his controversial Tahdhir al-Nas, were sent to Shaykh 
Abdu’l Rahman al-Siraj, who refuted it and ruled them kufr — long 
before Alahazrat. This fatwa was published in Egypt by Matba Manstri, 
in 1291 AH in 36 pages along with attestations of other scholars from 
Haramayn, as mentioned by Shaykh Ghulam Dastagir Qasauri [Taqdis 
al-Wakil, pp. 30-31]. Sir Syed Ahmed Khan of Aligarh, who is an 


unrelated party in this affair, has mentioned this fatwa in his Tahdhib

* Abdullah ibn Abdu’l Rahman Siraj al-Hanafi al-Makki; was born in 
Makkah in 1200 AH [date of passing could not be ascertained]; he 
passed away in Makkah. He took knowledge from Shaykh Abdu’l Malik 
al-Qalyi, Shaykh Abd al-Hafiz al-Ujaymi, Shaykh Umar Abd al-Rasil, 
and Abdullah Sarraj. He was a master in tafsir, hadith and fiqh. He was 
the first to be appointed to the newly created position of Chief of 
Makkan scholars by the Sharif of Makkah Muhammad ibn Awn. 
[Adlam al-Makkiyyin, 1/499; Mukhtasar Nashr al-Nur, p. 297]. 


° The Chief Mufti of Makkah in his time; Shaykh Jamal ibn Abdullah 
ibn Umar; he was an outstanding scholar of Qur’anic exegesis, hadith 
and figh; he was a pious man and it is said that, in fiqh, he was the most 
knowledgeable scholar of his time. He studied under Shaykh Siddiq 
Kamal, Shaykh Umar Abd al-Rasul, Allamah Sayyid Yahya al- 
Mua’dhdhin and Shaykh Abdullah Siraj, with whom he studied most 
subjects. After Shaykh Abdullah’s passing, Shaykh Jamal was appointed 
to the position of the Chief of Makkan Scholars. He is the author of 
Fatawa Jamaliyyah; monographs on Fadayil Nisf Shaban, Manaqib 
Badriyyin, Manaqib Abu Bakr Siddiq, Managib Khalid ibn Walid. He 
passed away in Makkah in Shawwal of the year 1284 AH and is buried 
there. [Mukhtasar Nashr al-Nur, p. 161].

He travelled to Haramayn and 
Yemen; he is the maternal uncle of the well known litterateur Mustafa 
ibn Fat’hullah. He was born in 1024 AH and passed away in Egypt on 
Friday, the 9" of Jumada al-Ula, 1094 AH. [Khuldsah, 3/459]. This 
Hamawi is a student of Shurunbulali and not his teacher, as confirmed 
by the dates of their birth/demise.

He 
has written many books among which are: Sharh Manzimah Ibn 
Wahban, Dhakha ‘ir al-Ashrafiyyah fil Alghaz al-Hanafiyyah, Tafsil Iqd 
al-Fawa’id bi Takmili Qayd al-Shara’id, Tashnif al-Masmad bi Sharhi 
al-Kanz wa’l Wigayati wa’l Majmad, Zahr al-Riyad, etc. He passed away 
on Thursday, the 15" of Shaban in the year 921 AH in Aleppo. [Kawakib 
al-S@irah, 1/220, #449, Shadharat al-Dhahab 10/141].

The original Manziumah Ibn Wahban 
is in 1021 couplets, on Hanafi fiqh topics, which he had gleaned from 
36 books arranged in the order of Al-Hidayah. Brockelman and Haji 
Khalifah erroneously mention 400 lines; there have been nearly 250 
additions to it by various authors and commentators, [See Manzumah 
published by Shaykh Abd al-Jalil Ata al-Bakri in 1421 AH, Dar al- 
Madaili; also see: Kashf al-Zunun, 2/1865]. 
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13. Kamal ibn Humam,” the researcher par excellence and 


author of Fath al-Qadir,** who narrates from: 





3 Kamaluddin ibn al-Humam: Shaykh Muhammad ibn Abd al-Wahid 
ibn Abd al-Hamid ibn Masui al-Siwasi al-Sakandari al-Hanafi (790- 
861AH). He was the student of Siraj Qari al-Hidayah and Muhibbuddin 
Abul Fadl ibn Shihnah and accompanied him to Aleppo and stayed 
with him until his death. He towered over his contemporaries and was 
a master in Fiqh, Usual, Grammar, Morphology, Rhetoric, Tasawwuf, 
etc. He is famously known for his masterpiece Fat’h al-Qadir, a 
commentary on Al-Hiddyah; Alahazrat calls him the Absolute Virtuosic 
[muhaqgig dla’l-itlaq]. He would say that he did not follow anyone in 
the rational sciences. He was an ascetic and was deeply influenced by 
the scholars of tasawwuf; in his early days, he chose solitude and 
remained aloof; thereafter he returned after being advised by fellow- 
sufis to return to public life as people needed him and his knowledge. 
He was appointed as a Figh teacher in Manstriyyah, Ashrafiyyah and 
Shaykhtniyyah; he discharged his duty well and took care to keep his 
distance from the rich and powerful; and after he returned from his visit 
to the Harmayn, where he had stayed for a while, he withdrew from 
people completely. He was extremely modest, dignified, affable, genial 
and a man of many noble characterstics. Among his works other than 
his commentary are: Al-Tahrir fi Usual al-Figh, Al-Musayarah, Zad al- 
Faqir [Shadharat al-Dhahab 9/437-439, Husn al-Muhadarah, 1/475] .

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14. Shaykh al-Siraj Qari al-Hidayah,” who narrates from: 





5 Shaykh Sirajuddin Aba Hafs Umar ibn Ali ibn Faris al-Kanani al- 
Hanafi, famously known as Qari al-Hidayah [d.829 AH]. In the 
beginning, he was a tailor in Husayniyyah; then he began studying; he 
memorised the Qur’an, studied fiqh and became a master in fiqh until 
he became an authority in the Hanafi madh’hab in his time and was 
appointed the head-teacher at Shaykhiiniyyah. He was a master and 


imam of his time in Fiqh, Ustl, Grammar, Tafsir among other sciences. 


Among his teachers are Alauddin Siyrami; he studied under 
Zaynuddin al-[raqi and particularly his Alfiyyah and its commentary. 
He was awe-inspiring and dignified; and was highly respected by 
scholars and rulers alike. He would remain aloof from people of wealth 
and authority. Yet, he wore ordinary clothes and was a very modest 
man, such that he would himself go to the market for his needs; he 
would ride a donkey to go to the school [madrasah] and avoid 


mounting a horse out of humility. 


Sometimes, he would be in the market and someone would ask him a 
fatwa; the shaykh would take out an inkpot from his pocket and write it 
then and there. Jalaluddin Bulqini would say that he was the Abt 
Hanifah of his time. Maqrizi has said that that he did not leave anyone 
like himself in his proficiency in Hanafi figh and his ability to recall the 
masa il, along with his piety and his abstemiousness. He was in his 
eighties when he passed away. [Husn al-Muhadarah, 1/473, Shadharat 
al-Dhahab 9/276-277, Daw al-Lamiy, 6/109]. 
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15. Shaykh Ala’uddin* Siyrafi,”’ who narrates from: 





*6 Shaykh Ala’uddin Ahmad ibn Muhammad ibn Ahmad al-Siyrami (or 
Sayrafi) al-Halabi [d.790]. In Inba’a al-Ghumur, it is said that he was an 
outstanding scholar of the rational sciences. He arrived from eastern 
provinces after studying there; he stayed in Mardin for a long time and 
then left to visit Jerusalem; from there he went to Aleppo and settled 
there. News about his brilliance reached the king Malik al-Zahir who 
summoned him to Cairo and appointed him the headmaster of his 
school. He was a kind and gentle man, and was easily accessible by one 
and all. He would patiently answer everyone; he was a very pious man 


and would pray a lot. He was above seventy when he passed away. 


Ibn Hajar says: “Our shaykh Izzuddin ibn Jamaah would praise him 
immensely for his intelligence, his comprehension, and his research 
abilities. He was a very religious man, very pious and righteous, very 
modest and humble, and would be very penitent, he was extremely 
mindful of his duty to his Lord Almighty and deemed himself falling 
woefully short in his duty. [Shadharat al-Dhahab 8/537, Durar al- 
Kaminah, 1/307-308]. 


*” Alahazrat’s Footnote: Thus it is in my chain of transmission by the 
letter faa [as-Siyrafi] and this is the well-known spelling. It is also spelt 
with meem as Al-Sayrami as mentioned in Fat’h al-Qadir, Tahtawi and 
Radd al-Muhtar. Siyraf is pronounced like ‘Shiraz’, a coastal city in 
Persia close to Kirman; the famous grammarian Abt Sayid was also 
from this city. Sayram with a mim is a city in Turkey [erstwhile Roman 
Empire, and hence Rum]; the grammarian Nizamuddin ibn Yusuf ibn 


Fahd, a student of Taftazani was from this city. 
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16. Sayyid Jalaluddin al-Khabbazi,* the exegete of Al- 


Hidayah, who narrates from: 





** Alahazrat’s Footnote: “Thus it is in this chain of transmission; but in 
my other chain, it is from the route of as-Siraj al-Haniti narrating from 
Ibrahim al-Karki, the author of al-Fayd narrating from Shaykh

Siyrafi in these words: ‘Narrating from Sayyid Jalaluddin ibn 
Shamsuddin al-Kurlani from Abd al-Aziz bin Muhammad ibn Ahmed 
al-Bukhar?’.

Abu Hasan: Ibrahim al-Karki is Qadi al-Qudat Burhanuddin Ibrahim 
ibn al-Karki [d. 922 AH]. He was a very intelligent man; he was affable, 
genial, noble and kind-hearted. He discharged his duty as a judge with 
responsibility and honesty. He was fluent in Arabic and Turkish, and 
was highly respected by Turkish royals. He passed away on Tuesday, the 
5" of Shaban, 922 AH in an accident; he stumbled and fell in a deep pool 
of water near his house and drowned; his turban was found floating in 
water and his sandal was hanging on a step of the pool. This indicated 
that he might have fallen in the pool; thereafter, upon searching, his 
body was found at the bottom of the pool. He died a martyr, in- 
sha’ Allah. [Kawakib al-S@irah, 1/112-113, #217]. 
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Abu Hasan: Jalaluddin al-Khabbazi: Umar ibn Muhammad ibn Umar 
Jalaluddin al-Khabbazi al-Hanafi is a contemporary of Dhahabi, who 
says that he has seen him teaching in the Khatuniyyah school in 
Damascus. He passed away in 691 AH. He has written marginalia on 
Hidayah. Alauddin al-Bukhari says: “Shaykh Jalaluddin was a brilliant 
jurist, a pious ascetic, diligent worshipper and had immense knowledge 
of the madh’hab of Aba Hanifah and his companions. When he died, 
he was the teacher at Al-Khatuniyyah [school], and being proficient in 
Hanafi fiqh was one of the prime conditions of being a teacher in this 
school.” [Jawahir al-Mudiyyah, 2/668]. Abu’l Hasanat Abdu'l Hayy al- 
Lucknawi mentions that Jalaluddin al-Khabbazi was the student of 
Abdu’ Aziz al-Bukhari [Fawa’id al-Bahiyyah p. 94]. 


After poring over a dozen books of history, the earliest mention of 
Jalaluddin Khabbazi narrating from Abdu’l Aziz al-Bukhari is in Tash- 
Kubrizadah’s Tabagat al-Fuqaha’a, p. 122; and later historians seem to 
have copied from him. Perhaps, Alahazrat has also taken this 
information from this work. Yet, it seems unlikely, that Khabbazi could 
have narrated from Alauddin Abd al-Aziz al-Bukhari, as the former 
passed away in 691 AH, at the age of 60 plus, and according to Qurashi 
in Jawahir, he was 62; which means Khabbazi was born around 629 AH 
and was a contemporary of the teachers of Abd al-Aziz Bukhari such as 
Hafizuddin al-Nasafi. This is only to point out a probable anachronism, 
though it is not impossible —- howsoever unlikely - that Khabbazi could 
have narrated from Abdu Aziz Bukhari, who passed away in 730 AH. 
Allah taala knows best. 
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17. Abd al-Aziz al-Bukhari,® author of Al-Kashf® and Al- 
Tahqiq,"

ibn Ilyas al-Maymarghi [d.642 AH]. [Jawahir al-Mudiyyah, 2/428; 
Tabagat of Qunali Zadah, 3/8; #206, Taj al-Tarajim, #141]. Al- 
Maymarghi is a student of Shams al-A’immah al-Kardari and the 
teacher of Husamuddin Husayn ibn Ali ibn Hajjaj al-Saghnagqi [d. after 
710 AH]. See [Tabaqgat of Qunali Zadah, 2/206, #188].

Muhammad al-Kuzbari, it is mentioned as Jalaluddin al-Kabir from 
Aba Abdu’l Sattar Muhammad al-Kardari. 
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19. Imam Muhammad ibn Abd as-Sattar® al-Kardari, who 


narrates from: 





If it is Nasafi, then it is: Hafizuddin Abu’l Barakat Abdullah ibn Ahmad 
ibn Mahmid al-Nasafi [620-710 AH]; the author of many important 
works such as, Kanz al-Daqa’iq, Al-Mustasfa (fil Usual), Al-Manar, Al- 
Umdah fi Usiil al-Din [Jawahir al-Mudiyyah, 2/294]. 


If it is Hafizuddin al-Kabir, then it is Imam Abu’l Fadl Hafizuddin 
Muhammad ibn Muhammad ibn Nasr al-Bukhari [615-693 AH]; he is 
buried in Kalabadh [Jawahir al-Mudiyyah, 3/337]. Both the above have 
narrated from Shams al-A’immah Muhammad ibn Abd al-Sattar al- 
Kardari and both are teachers of Shaykh Alauddin Abd al-Aziz al- 
Bukhari and he mentions both as his teachers in his Muijam al-Shuyukh. 


8 The correct name is Muhammad ibn Abd al-Sattar; it is mistakenly 
transposed as ‘Abd al-Sattar ibn Muhammad’. Shams al-A’immah 
Muhammad ibn Abdu’ Sattar ibn Muhammad al-Imadi, Abu’ 
Wahdah [or Aba Wajd] al-Kardari [559-642 AH]. He was born on the 
12" of Dhw’l Qaddah, 559 AH and passed away in Bukhara on Friday, 
the 9 Muharram, 642 AH; he studied under Burhanuddin Nasir ibn 
Abd al-Sayyid al-Mutarrizi [author of Sharh al-Maqamat] in 
Khawarizm, under Shaykh al-Islam Burhanuddin Marghinani in 
Samarqand; under Badruddin al-Warsaki, Abu’l Mahasin Hasan ibn 
Mansur Qadi Khan in Bukhara, and al-Attabi. Among his students are 
his nephew, Muhammad ibn Mahmid al-Faqihi, Shaykh Sayfuddin al- 
Bakharzi, Allamah Hafizuddin Muhammad ibn Muhammad ibn Nasr 
al-Bukhari and others [Siyar, 23/112; Taj al-Tarajim, #244]. 
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20. Imam Burhanuddin,“ the author of Al-Hiddyah,* who 


narrates from: 





“ Burhanuddin Abu’l Hasan Ali ibn Abt Bakr ibn Abd al-Jalil al- 
Marghinani, al-Farghani, al-Hanafi [d.593 AH], the author of the 
famous Hanafi text: Al-Hiddyah. He took from great tlama such as 
Najmuddin Aba Hafs Umar al-Nasafi [d. 537 AH] and Shaykh al-Islam 
Ali al-Isbijabi al-Samarqandi [454-535 AH]. He is the author of many 
books: Al-Hidayah; Al-Bidayah, Kifayatu’l Muntahi in about 80 
volumes, Al-Tajnis, Al-Mazid, Manasik al-Hajj, etc. [Taj al-Tarajim, 
#163; Tabaqat al-Fuqaha, p. 101; Athmar al-Janiyyah, 2/522; Jawahir 
al-Mudiyyah, 2/627]. 


In this sanad, a link or two are skipped, because Al-Marghinani did not 
take directly from Fakhr al-Islam because there is a 1ll-year gap 
between their dates of demise. Fakhr al-Islam passed away in 482 AH 
and Marghinani would not have been born then, even if he was 110 
years old. Alahazrat has pointed out this discrepancy in his Jadd al- 
Mumtar, 1/283 and has said that Marghinani was a student of 
Najmuddin al-Nasafi, who was a student of Sadru’l Islam Muhammad 
ibn Muhammad Abu’l Yusr al-Pazdawi [431-493 AH], the younger 
brother and student of Fakhr al-Islam al-Pazdawi [Thanks to Saiyed 


Muhammad Ali for the tip about Alahazrat’s comment). 


‘5 Al-Hiddyah is one of the core texts of Hanafi figh; it is a brief 
commentary on Marghinani’s own work Biddyatu’l Mubtadi, and is 
among the most famous books of Hanafi fiqh; numerous 


commentaries, supercommentaries and glosses have been written on it. 
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21. Imam Fakhr al-Islam“ al-Pazdawi, who narrates from: 





Even the contemporaries and teachers of Marghinani have praised this 
work. Haji Khalifah lists nearly 80 works on Hiddyah [Kashf al-Zunin, 
2/2031-2039]. See Appendix B. 


‘6 Fakhr al-Islam Abul Hasan Ali ibn Muhammad ibn al-Husayn ibn 
Abd al-Karim al-Bazdawi [Pazdawi] al-Nasafi al-Hanafi d. 482 AH. The 
grandmaster of the Hanafis and an authority in the madh’hab; he was 
the imam of the people of Transoxania and his works are very 
important sources in the madh’hab. He passed away in Kis [or Kash] in 
482 AH and was born around 400 AH. [Taj al-Tarajim #162; Jawahir 
al-Mudiyyah 2/594; Siyar, 18/602]. He was known as Abu’ Usr [Father 
of Difficulty] because of the complexity of his works; and his younger 
brother was known as Abu’ Yusr [Father of Ease] due to the easy 
accessibility of his works. He passed away in 483 AH; Samaani has said 
that he was born in the year 421 AH and is buried in Samarqand. His 
books are Usual al-Bazdawi, Sharh Jamiy al-Kabir, Sharh Jamiy al-Saghir 
and Kitab al-Mabsit in 11 volumes [Miftah al-Saddah, 2/165]. 

Fakhr al-Islam belongs to a family of famous jurists. His father Abul 
Hasan Muhammad ibn al-Husayn al-Bazdawi was an imam; his great 
grandfather, Imam Abdu’l Karim ibn Musa ibn Yisa Abd Muhammad 
al-Bazdawi al-Nasafi [d.390 AH] was among Imam Maturidi’s students; 
his brother, Sadr al-Islam Abu’'l Yusr Muhammad ibn Muhammad al- 
Bazdawi [421-493 AH], his son, Hasan ibn Ali al-Bazdawi [476-557 
AH] and his nephew, Ahmad ibn Muhammad Abu’l Maili al-Bazdawi 
[482-542 AH] were all prominent Hanafi imams. 
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22. Shams al-A’?immah” al-Halwani,* who narrates from: 





“7 Shaykh Abd al-Aziz ibn Ahmad ibn Nasr ibn Salih al-Halwani al- 
Bukhari, Aba Muhammad Shams al-A’immah al-Hanafi d.456 AH [or 
452 or 448 AH]. He was a student of Qadi Abi Ali al-Nasafi; and among 
his students are: Shams al-A’immah Abu Bakr Muhammad ibn Ahmad 
ibn Abu Sahl al-Sarkhasi, Aba Bakr Muhammad ibn al-Hasan ibn 
Mansar al-Nasafi, Abu’l Fadl Bakr ibn Muhammad ibn Ali al- 
Zaranjariy. He passed away in the year 448 or 449 AH in Kash and was 
taken to Bukhara, where he is buried. [Jawahir al-Mudiyyah, 2/429] 
However, Dhahabi says that he passed away in Bukhara and was buried 
there; also, in the notice on Fakhr al-Islam, Dhahabi says that he passed 
away in Kis in 456 AH; and this is what is relied upon by Alahazrat in 
his footnote [see below]. He is also known as Shams al-A’immah al- 
Akbar [Shams al-A’immah Senior]. Among his students are Fakhr al- 
Islam Pazdawi, his younger brother Sadr al-Islam, Shams al-A’immah 
Abt Bakr al-Zaranjari, Qadi Jamaluddin Abt Nasr Ahmad and others. 
Nakhshabi says: “He was the greatest scholar of his time, a master in 
many disciplines and held hadith sciences in great esteem; except he was 
lax in [accepting weak] reports. He passed away in 452 AH.” Qari has 
mentioned that Shams al-A’immah Halwani as ‘Hasani’ (I couldn’t 
ascertain whether he is a descendant of the Prophet #). Halwani is also 
known as Halwayi, a family name indicating the occupation of sweet- 
makers or halwa [Siyar, 18/177; Taj al-Tarajim, #142; Tabagat al- 
Fugahda’a, p70; Al-Ansab of Samaani, 2/248; Al-Athmar al-Janiyyah, 
2/481, #335]. 
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23. Qadi Abia Ali an-Nasafi,” who narrates from: 





*S Alahazrat’s Footnote: “Thus it is in my chain; whereas in the chains 
of [both] Sayyid al-Tahtawi and Sayyid al-Shami [ibn Aabidin] it is: 
‘..Fakhr al-Islam narrates from Shams al-A’immah as-Sarakhsi who 
narrates from Shams al-A’immah al-Halwani...’ I must point out that 
this is an additional blessing, since this chain is a closer one [than that 
mentioned by al-Tahtawi and al-Shami]. This is because Fakhr al-Islam 
also narrates from Shams al-A’immah al-Halwani directly. Imam 
Dhahabi says in his Siyar al-Adlam an-Nubala’a in the biography of 
Imam al-Halwani: ‘among his students were Shams al-A’immah al- 
Sarakhsi, Fakhr al-Islam al-Pazdawi and his brother Sadr al-Islam..’ 
Imam Al-Halwani passed away in Bukhara in 456 AH, and Fakhr al- 
Islam passed away in Kish in the month of Rajab, 482 AH; he was born 
around 400 AH. Thus, when Imam Al-Halwani passed away, Fakhr al- 


Islam would be about 56 years old. 


Abu Hasan: Sarakhsi is pronounced both as Sarakhsi with fat’hah on 
ra, with jazm on kha; and Sar’khasi, with jazm on rd, with fat’hah on 
kha. It is said that Sarakhsi is the proper Persian pronunciation and 
Sar’khasi is the Arabised pronunciation. [Ali al-Qari, Al-Athmar al- 
Janiyyah, 2/745]. 


“ Qadi Aba Ali Husayn ibn al-Khadir ibn Muhammad ibn Yasuf al- 
Nasafi al-Hanafi, d.424 AH. Qurashi and Dhahabi have mentioned him 
under the title: Fashidizaji, related to Fashidizah, an old town in the 
Bukhara province. The Qadi of Bukhara and the Numan [Aba Hanifah] 


of his time; he was the greatest jurist of his time [imam ahl al-r’ay]. 
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24. Abi Bakr Muhammad ibn al-Fadl al-Bukhari,” who 


narrates from: 





He is famous for having debated the Shiyi scholar, Sharif al-Murtada 
[355-436 AH] concerning the inheritance of Prophets, and the hadith: 
“Whatever we leave behind is charity.” [See Bukhari, #3093, #3094, 
#3712, #4034, #4036, # 5358, #6726, #6727, #7305; and Muslim, #1757, 
#1759, #1761]. Qadi Abt Ali told Murtada: If you consider the particle 
ma as a negator, then the hadith does not mean anything. Because, 
everyone knows that whatever a dead person leaves is inheritance to his 
relatives, and it is not automatically charity. However, since Mustafa & 
is unlike anyone else in the ummah, he has clarified it and said: “That 
which we leave behind is charity”. [Siyar, 17/424; Jawahir al- 
Mudiyyah,2/109; Tabaqat al-Fuqaha’a, p69]. 


°° Shaykh Imam Abt Bakr Muhammad ibn al-Fadl al-Jadfar ibn 
Hammad ibn Zuréh al-Kamari al-Bukhari al-Hanafi, d. 381 AH. He was 
a very great scholar; Marghinani has mentioned his name in Kitab al- 
Karahiyah; he studied under The Teacher, Subadhmiani; and among his 
students are Qadi Aba Ali al-Nasafi, Imam Hakim Abd al-Rahmaan ibn 
Muhammad al-Katib, Imam Abdullah al-Khayzakhazi and Imam 
Ismayil al-Zahid. It is said that his father promised him and his brother 
that he would give them a prize of a thousand gold coins if they 
memorised the Mabsiit. When Imam Abt Bakr memorised it, his father 
said: “This memorisation of Mabsit will suffice you’ and gave the gold 
coins to his younger brother instead, at which he became upset and left 


the city. It is said that during this journey, in a town, he passed by a 
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kitchen, and asked the cook to give him some food as he was hungry; 
the cook refused him. [Out of hunger or disappointment] he put some 
ash in his mouth. Someone recognised him and they rebuked the cook 
and told him: “This man is the imam of the world”. Another story is 
told about how he entered Farghanah and saw Qadi Khan speaking, 
whom he faulted. This story is apocryphal because Qadi Khan Husayn 
ibn Manstr was born nearly 150 years after the demise of Shaykh Abt 
Bakr. However, Shaykh Abdu’l Hayy Lucknawi in his Fawa’id, while 
agreeing that it is apocryphal suggests that the person who argued with 
Qadi Khan was another scholar, Shaykh Aba Bakr Muhammad ibn 
Muhammad ibn Ibrahim al-Fadali al-Khatib, who passed away in 534 
or 549 AH. [Jawahir al-Mudiyyah 3/300 and 313; Tabagat al-Fuqaha’a, 
p62; Fawa’id al-Bahiyyah, p 184]. 
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25. Imam Aba Abdullah*! as-Subadhmiani,” who narrates from:

In transliteration of Arabic names, the definite article ‘al’ is not transcribed always for 


readability, though it is incorrect in the original. The following rules are followed: 


a. The al’ is retained when used as an auxiliary, as in Abu Bakr al-Bayhaqi and 
Badruddin al-Ayni. 


b. It is omitted when used alone, as in Bayhaqi or Ayni. 


c. It is retained when the full name of the book is transcribed, but omitted when 
the book is known by its popular name like Durr al-Mukhtar. 
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
